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ON THE WALLS. 


Battle Between Guards and Con- 
victs at Michigan’s Prison. 


Three Desperate Criminals Make a Bold 
Dash for Liberty. 


TWO FATALLY WOUNDED AND THE 
THIRD CAPTURED. 


WithaLadder Against the Walls They 
Gain the Summitand Attempt to Dis- 
arm the Guard-—They Storm the Sen- 
try-Box-—Bullets Well Aimed Finally 
Close the Unequal Contest—Crime’s 
Calendar. 


JACKSON, Mich., Aug. 30.—Edward Huntley, 
a twenty-year Detroit burglar; John Davis, a 
five-year burglar from Kalamazoo, and 
**Lige’’ Bullard, sent from Detroit for 6 years 
for assault with intent to kill, attempted to 
escape this morning from the penitentiary by 
climbing the prison wall. Huntley and Davis 
were fatally shot, and Bullard was captured. 
In 1891 both Huntley and Davis escaped by 
scaling the walls. Huntley was caught in 
two months and Davis was extradited from 
Canada. 

Huntley and Bullard work on the Wash- 
ington & Cooley contract Dut in different 
shops. Davis belongs tothe marbie cutting 
contract, a long way from the other two 
men. 

The attempt was made at just7o’ciock 
and was timed toadvantage. The convicts 
secreted a ladder inside the wall. Keeper 
Case saw Huntley and Bullard leave the 
shop. They ran swiftly to the south corner, 
where Davis joined them. The three con- 
victs placed the ladder against the wall, 
Davis runningup. He threw stones atthe 
guard on the wall as he advanced andat 
others who followed inside the yard. Guard 
Clark fired three times at the men but 
missed; his gunthen failed to gooff. Inside 
Guard Prangman attempted to pull the lad- 
der down, when Huntley rushed at him with 
a knife, swearing: *‘I will cut your heart 
out.’’ 

Frangmann, being unarmed, ran. The 
convicts stormed the guard-house on the 
wall, inside of which Guard Clark was. They 
attempted to batter in the door to kill Clark 
and secure his gun. Huntley carried a board 
shield 4 feet long and iron-covered, which he 
held in frontof him to protect him from the 
bullets and rocks which were directed toward 
him. 

Seeing all three guards coming, Huntley 
jumped down outside the wall and started 
torun. By this time Clark had put new car. 
tridges in his gun and began firing again. 
He struck Huntley twice. Guard Freeman 
Came up at this jpncture and brought Davis 
down witha ball in the left hip which shat- 
tered the bone and he fell from the wall. 
Bullard threwup his hands and was hand- 
cuffed and brought in. 

On Huntley was found a knife, ground to 
a keen point and sharp asa razor. Davis 
also hada similar one. Both were taken to 
the hospital and their wounds examined. 
The doctors say neither will live. 

Huntley at once wired his sister, Mrs. L. A. 
Lafft of Oak Grove, to come on first train. 

Bullard hasa ball and chain attached to 
him. His parents and brothers reside here, 


MARKED FOR DEATH, 


EDITOR M’WHORTER KNEW HE WOULD BE AS 
SASSINATED. 

FRESNO, Cal., Aug. 30.—The assassination 
of Louts B. McWhorter, telegraphed yester- 
day, has excited the community because of 
its cowardly character and the victim’s pop- 
ularity. In Fresnohe divided his time be- 
tween law and journalism. His editorials 
against corrupt politicians in Fresno were 
very bitter, andtwo years ago he exposed 
the delinquencies of several county officers. 
The Grand-jury, controlled by the dishonest 
clique, refused to indict the offenders. 
McWhorter then organized the Cleveland 
menin the convention and beat the Hill 
forces in the last Democratic State Conven- 
tion, held in Fresno. As Hill was cham- 
pioned by the Fresno office-holding ring, the 
ringsters swore vengeance on McWhorter. 
To Superior Court Jud ge Harris, 
who spoke disparagingly him, 
McWhorter recently sent a letter, 
telling him he was a coward and offering the 
satisfaction of a gentleman, but Harris failed 
to accept the challenge. Reel 8. Terry, son 
of ex-Judge David B. Terry, who was killed 
for slapping Justice Field’s face, was also 
one of MecWhorter’s active enemies jand 
deadly encounters between the two had only 
been prevented by the vigilance of friends. 
Only a month ago whenMcW borter was spena- 
ing his vacation in the mountains he wrote 
toafriend, saying he had been dogged by 
some unknown man, who he believed had 
been hiredto murder him, He insured his 
life for $50,000, and made every preparation 
for death that befell him yesterday. Mc- 
Whorter was rigidly honest, and his assas- 
sination has stirred up a feeling which will 
lead to the breaking of the corrupt officialiring 
of Fresno if not the capture of his assassin.

SHOT FOR BURGLARY. 
GLOUCESTER, N. J., Aug. 3)3.—James Con- 
roy, about 28 years old, living at Market 
street, this city, was shot and instantly 
killed by Alva ‘ apewell, aged 24, the proprie- 
tor of a meat stand in front of Coyle’s saloon, 
atthe point. Capewell claims that he had 
been recently robbed, and that he armed 
himself last night, and Conroy, who was un- 
known to him, brokeinto his place shortly 
after 1 o’clock this morning and he shot him. 
OCapewell is under arrest, and the Coroner 
will hold an investigation this afternoon. 


DARING ROBBERY. 
GREENSBURG, Pa., Aug. 30.—This morning 
abouts o’clock the general store of J. J. 
Highes, at Millwood, was entered by three 
unknown men, who bound ana 
gagged the clerk, who, with 
his family, lives in the same 


building, after which they took out almost 
all the clothing, boots, shves, etc., amount- 
ing to $1,500, loaded them on wagons and 
hauled themaway. It is believed that it was 
the Cooley gang as they have been known to 
have been in that vicinity. 


BURNED THEIR COMPANION, 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 30.—Frank Coleman 
and James Crawford, colored boys, took 
Willis James, one of their companions, yes- 
terday, and tying his hands and feet, 
wra pped him in cotton soaked with kerosene 


and setitafire. The boy was terribly burned 
before he wasrescue’d. While he was burn- 
ing his persecutors danced in front of him 
singing *‘Tara, boomdeay.’’ The young 
fiends were arrested. 


SMOOTH CONFIDENCE MEN. 
MOBERLY, Mo., Aug. 30.—Acouple of smooth 
young men who gave their names as James 
Kregler and Edward Danlels, claiming to be 
from Cincinnati, came here a few weeks ago 


and opened a wholesale fruit store. Yester- 
day they decamped, leaving, it is claimed, 
unpaid bills amonncing to $1,600. 


A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY. 

CATOA, N. Y., Aug. 30.—Yesterday a farm 
hand while ina rage picked up a boy and 
threw himintoa threshing machine. The 
boy was soon ground to pieces. The dead 
boy’s brotheravenge! himseif on the farm 
hand by prodding him with a pitchfork 
until he was dead.

BREWERY IN RUINS. 


Destruction ofthe Falk Jung Plant at Mil- 
waukee. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 30.—For the second 
time in three years the plant of the Falk Jung 
& Borchert Brewing Co. is in ruins. Except 
the office and one small warehouse, the 
whole plant burned to the ground early this 
morning. Thelossis estimated at $300,000; 
whole value of the company’s local property, 
$460,000. Fully insured. The insurance com- 
panies’ loss is $184,000. 

The property burned was the brewery 
building proper, containing $90,000 worth of 
ice machines; other valuable machinery and 
many miles of coils; the malt house with 
120,000 bushels of malt ruined, $125,000. The 
origin of the fire is not known, except that it 
was first seen at the base of a great shaft 
running through the building, and the 
draughtup this shaft speedily carried the 
flames throughoutthe buildingand the fire 
department could not evencheck the biaze. 
The company will rebuild at once, the Pabst 
and Schlitz companies undertaking tocare 
for patrons of the burned-out concern mean- 
time. 

Aftera hard battle the firemen succeeded 
in saving the large refrixerator or store- 
house which contained 50,000 barrels of beer. 
The main brewery building, comprising the 
malt-house, brew -house, boiler-room, pump- 
room and refrigerating apparatus 
were almost completely destroyed. Two 
thousand barrels of beer and 120,000 bushels 
of malt and between 10,000 and 15,000 Dushels 
of unmalted barley was ruined. The latest 
estimate of the loss is $200,000. The company 
carried insurance tothe amount of $460,000), 
distributed among about forty companies, 


PRICE OF BEER. 


Chicago Combination to Prevent Cutting 
the Rates. 


Cuicaco, Tll., Aug. 30.—The Chicago beer 
manufacturers have entered into a combina- 
tion or mutual agreement which will 
prevent any cutting of prices. The agree- 
ment provides that a uniform price per 
barrel of beer shall be maintained, and to 
enforce observance of this stipulation each 
firm or corporation has placed ina designated 
bank a large sum of money to be forfeited to 
the association should the terms of 
agreement be violated. It is expected that 
the rice will be restored and kept 
at $b per barrel. The combination 
will except from the terms of the agreement 
some one brewery that may be used for 
guerrilla purposes. If a new brewery starts 
up with a view of cutting prices the guerrilla 
brewery will compete with it, and the loss 
occasioned thereby will be divided among the 
parties to the agreement.

FROST NO BAR. 
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Cholera Has Raged Fiercely in 
the Winter Time. 


The Cool Days at Hand Bring No Com- 
fort to New Yorkers. 


CHECKING THE IMMIGRATION FLOOD 
FROM HAMBURG. 


Inspecting Steamers Just in From Euro- 
pean Ports—Chicago Gets Ready for a 
Visitation of the FPest—London Still 
in a State of Alarm—UHope at Ham- 
burg—Four Cases at Liverpool—From 
All Points. 


New YorK, Aug. 30.—At the Hamburg- 
American office it was stated after to-morrow 
no more emigrants would be taken from 
Hamburg tothis port. The last of the emi- 
grants from Hamburg would sail on the 
steamer Bohemia to-morrow. The fuvllowing 
steamships arrived last night and this morn- 
ing: Friesland from Antwerp with 322 cabin; 
Circassia, Glasgow, with 244 cabin and 269 
steerage passengers; Vandam, Amsterdam, 
195 cabin and 690 steerage passengers and 
Yucatan, Havana, 89 passengers. 

These were stopped at Quarantine, and will 
beexamined. So far nothing serious has 
been found. The process of disinfecting the 
baggage was thentaken up. The Captain of 
the Yucatan said he left Havana on the 26th 
inst., andthat at that time there was no 
cholera or any signs ofit. The Arizona from 
Liverpool, Saale from Bremen, and State of 
California from Glasgow have been released 
and goneto*® their @ocks. Their 
passengers will be landed at Ellis Island to- 
day. 

Sanitary officers continue their war against 
the filth of the city in their efforts to prepare 
for hattle with the plague when the expected 
invasion occurs. Gen. Clark, Secretary of 
the Health Board, calls attention to the fact 
that cholera epidemics are not confined to a 
particular season of the year. 

The fact that the summer is about gone and 
the cooler days of autumn areat handis no 
comfort. The cholera of 1832, the first which 
came to New York, got herein the spring via 
Canada. In 1873, when it lightly touched the 
town, it was precisely in September that it 
arrived. It has often raged flercely even in 
winter, 

its lastserious visit was in 1866. It came 
knocking atthe dooragainin 1887, but was 
effectively choked off at Quarantine. The 
measures being taken against it now are in 
the way of getting the city into asclean a 
condition as possible, Dirt, bad sewerage, 
foul drinking water, overcrowding and the 
like conditions are those most favorable toa 
rapid dissemination of the cholera germs. 

Hence itis that there is an unusual activ- 
ity in correcting any defectsin the plumbing 
and in whitewashing the walis in the tene- 
ment-house quarters of the city. 

There are two forms of cholera, and the 
one which has been ravaging Europe, and, 
perhaps, is already on its way to New York, Is 
the second and. malignant kind, The symp- 
toms are diarrhea, vomiting and horrible 
painin the stomachand abdomen, together 
with crampsinthe legs and feet. The body 
becomes cold, the skin takes on a biue tint 
and becomes dryand wrinkled. The voice 
sinks toa hoarse whisper. It may prove fatal 
Inanhour, Childrenand old people are the 
aptest victims for the cholera. 


CHICAGO PREPARING, 

CnicaGco, Ill., Aug. 30.—Work is to begin at 
once to prepare Chicago for a fight against 
the cholera should the dreadful scourge 
reach this city. The streets, 
alleys and back yards are to be 
thoroughly cleaned. Commissioner Ware 
has already begun to be active in this regard. 
Preparations are going forward for the em- 
ployment of a large additional force of 
wagons and scavengers, Each of these will 
be in charge of a regular patrolman from the 
puolice department, and whenever it is found 
necessary private back yards will be entered 
and relieved of germ hatcheries in 
the guise of garbage receptacles. All the 
contract men are being urged onto greater 
efficiency, and it is hoped by a supreme effort 
to putevery street and alley in the popu- 
lous districts into such acondition that the 
city as a whole may laugh at cholera, and all 
other zymotic plagues of filth origin and sus- 
tentation. 


AN UNGUARDED POINT, 

PORT Huron, Mich., Aug. 30.—Considerable 
apprehension is felt here lest the dreaded 
cholera scourge may make its appearance in 
this country, this being a point where all the 
immigrants coming through Canada over the 
Grand Trunk make a stop, at times as long 
as one hour. The collector of customs 
and United States Marine Surgeon Duff have 
received instructions from Washington to 
stop and thoroughly inspectand fumigateall 
baggage and personal effects of passengers 
coming from European and Asiatic points, 
and authorizing him to appoint special ex- 
aminers todothe work. Accordingly two as- 
Sistants were appointed and they went on 
duty immediately. 


CONNECTICUT HEALTH BOARD. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 29.—A_ special 
meeting of the State Board of Health was 
held today because a telegram was 
received from the Illinois Board ask- 
ing them to request the President 
to issue an order stopping all 


immigration from the cholera districts. The 
board did not think the Presinent had the 
power to issue such an order but sent word 
to the Illinois Board that they would doall 
that was possible to suppress Cholera if it 
should appear here. 


IN LONDON HOSPITAL, 


THE FIRST SUSPICIOUS CASE BROUGHT FROM 
HAMBURG. 


Lonpown, Aug. 30.—The first suspicious case 
of disease in London is made public to-day. 
Ida Samyan, the 4-year-old daughter of a 
couple of Russian Jews who arrived here 
trom Hamburg on Saturday, was admitted to 
the London Hospital on Sunday suffering 


with symptoms of Asiatic cholera. Inquiry 
made atthe hospital to-Gay regarding her 
condition was met with the statement that 
she shows no improvements. Her parents 
have not been affected by the disease. Ex- 
tensive Measures have been taken by the 
East End hospitals to meet any demand 
that mey be made upon them inthe event of 
an extensive outbreak of cholera in London. 
Wards have been especially set apart for the 
reception of cholera patients and the strictest 
rules have been formulated to keep both the 
patients and their attendants isolated. The 
sanitary authorities havein no wise relaxed 
thelr vigilance. Kvery 4d the lodging 
houses are subjected toa rigid inspection and 
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it may truthfally be said that they were 
never ina better sanitary condition. This 
inspection will be kept up as long as there !s 
any danger from cholera. As itis wellknown 
that Overripe fruit is dangerous there is 4 
sharp watch kepton it. Yo-day the health 
authorities made a descent on the Covent 
Garden Market and found much overripe 
fruit on sale. It was all seized and con- 
demned., 

The schooner Helene has been towed to 
Gravesend from Dover, As she passed up 
the river she was fiying from her main 
rigging the yellow flag, denoting sickness on 
board, andon herarrival she was boarded 
by the health officer, who founa she had two 
cases of cholera .on board. The Helene is 
bound for a Mexican port. 

The Right Hon. James Lowther, speaking 
at Ramsgate to-day, urged that the public 
welfare demanded that the Government, 
without warrant of law, should at once pro- 
hibit immigration, from whicn the danger 
from cholera menaced Great Britain. He 
would pledge the support of the Conserva- 
tives should it be necessary to indemnity the 
Government for an action it 
might take in defense of the 
public health agatnst the cholera scourge. 
This, declared the speaker, was nota time 
to be pedantic, or to stand on the letter of 
the law, in face of a great public danger. 

Donald Currie & Co. announce that the 
steamers of the Castle Line will henceforth 
cease calling at Hamburg ana Flushing en 
route to Africa, and that they have ceased 
booking passengers for Madeira and Las 
Palmas. 

Another seaman belonging to the steamer 
Gerona, which arrived a few days ago at 
Middlesborough, has been attacked with 
cholera at Shields, to which place he went 
after leaving his ship. This makes four 
cases of the disease that pave occurred 
among the members of the crew who were 
allowed to land upon the arrival of the 
Gerona from Hamburg. 


RIOT AT WEISENZ. 

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—A serious riot occurred 
last night at Welisenz, a nerthern suburb of 
this city, where was located the encampment 
ofatraveling show. Among the members 
was a woman named Bruhn, who left Ham- 
burg three months ago. Yesterday her son 


arrived from Hamburg d the authorl- 
ties, fearing that he would @ring the cholera 
contagion to the camp, orderea him 
and his mother to immed@ately return to 
Hamburg. Why the motiier should be or- 
dered to go back is not &n@wn, as she left 
Hamburg a long time before cholera ap- 
peared there. However, Both refused to 


steeraze | obey the police mandate andthe officers pro-

ceeded to remove them to tti® Lazgaretto. The 
woman and her son offered a frantic resist- 
ance to the police, but finally, after much 
force baud peen ewploved thay were removed 
irom the canrp and placed inthe Lazaretto. 

Inthe meantime the policé ordered that all 
the shows being viven at thea encampment 
be closed. The showmen refused to obey 
thelr orver and whens the police attempted to 
Close them they showeu fight. There wasa 
large crowd presentand in sympathy with 
the showmen. Soine members of the crowd 
were not at all backward in regard to assist- 
ing the showimen in defying the police and 
when the. latter persisted in their 
attempts toclose the show a free fight fol- 
lowed, in which the greater portion of the 
crowa took part. It would Rave gone hard 
with the police had not the gendarmes been 
summoned to suppress the rioters. The 
gendarmes responded .to. the call for assist- 
ance and soon suppresged the disorder and 
closed the show. A uumber of the rioters 
were arrested. 

WILL CARRY TWO DOCTORS. 

BREMEN, Aug. 30.—Tne North German 
Lloyd Steamship Co. ennounced to-day 
that each of the steamers of their 
line will carry two doctors dure 
ing the prevalence of the cholera 
epidemic. All the baggage will be disinfected 
in a special shed before it is attowed to be 
put on board the steamerg, Thirting the voy- 
ageonly waterthat has been bolied or with 
which muriatic acid has been mixed will be 
supplied to the crews and passengers. 


FOUR CASES AT LIVERPOOL, 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 30.—Four Russian emi- 
grants who were tosail hence for America 
were to-day stricken with the pestilence. 
They were at once removed to a hospital, 
where they are closely watched to determine 
whether the disease is of thetrue Asiatic 
type. 


PORTS CLOSED. 

PANAMA, Aug. 30.—The Federal authorities 
of the United States of Colombia have issued 
orders closing the ports on the Atlantic coast 
of Colombia to all vessels arriving from ports 
infected with cholera. This putsa stopat 
once to commerce with Germapby, France 
and Belgium. 

Itis reported here that cholera exists in 
Venezuela. Thelong revolution has caused 
sanitary measures tobe neglected and this, 
together with the bad and!impure water sup- 
ply and the great scarcity of proper food, Is 
said to have aided the disease in its progress 
after its introduction. 

Yeliow tever is still epidemic in Venezuela, 
especially among thesoldlers of both the 
Government and Crespo, the rebel leader. 
The mortality among the troops is very 
great.

SEDALIA, Mo., Aug. 30.—The gate-ways of 
Sedalia were thrown wide open this morning, 
and the thronging thousands, with their 
bands and banners, marched in and 
took complete possession of the city. 
At the triumphal Democratic arch, 
thick with flags and beautiful with 
bunting, these guests of a day were received 
with heartiest welcome. Partisan as the 
occasion may be, the townsmen, regardless 
of Democratic or Republican affiliation, felt 
it their duty to swing wide the portals to the 
Democrats who are standing up for Missouri.

The procession formed at 1:30 0’clock with 
10,000 In line and marched tothe park. Hon. 
W. J. Stone, candidate for Governor, came 
in early this morning and will follow Gen. 
Stevenson ina speech late this afternoon. 
There will be a torchlight procession to- 
night, in which the twenty bands of music 
here present and four or fiVe flambeau clubs 
will take part. After the procession Senator 
George G. Vest wiil speak at the Opera- 
house and W. J. Stone, John T. Heard, Dick 
Dalton and James Gibson at the Court-house 
Square. Sedalia has never before welcomed 
such a multitude of people.

Five Men Wounded in a-Conflict at 


New Orleans. 


NON-UNION SWITCHMEN ATTACKED AT 


MIDNIGHT.

Party Fatally 
Wounded-The Others Now in the 
Hospital—Two of the Latter Came 
From St. Louis—The Reading Road— 
Labor News. 


NEW ORLEANS, La,, Aug. 30.—A desperate 


conflict between switchmen and strikers oc- 
curred about 11:30 o’clock last night at the 


Queen & Crescent Railroad depot. James 
Sexton, one of the assailants, has three bull- 
in his body and is probably 'fatally 
wounded. Fourofthe party attacked are in 
the hospital with dangerous wounds. The 
trouble began on the 24th, when Night Yard- 
master Gibbons was discharged by the road. 
T,. J. Linsley, an Atlanta man, was put in his 
place. The switchmen objected to this pro- 
ceeding, demanding that Gibbons be restored 
or one of their number given the 
position, The road refused todo this anda 
humber of the men quit work. Eleven men 
were brought down from St. Louis totake 
their places and started to work last night, 
the road having refused tore-employ the 
strikers. 

As midnight approached they completed 
their labors and sat down near the depot to 
rest. In the party were W. E. Smith of St. 
Louis, foreman of the switching gang; Geo, 


} Sprague of New Orleans, Night Yardmaster; 


W. R. Mapes of St. Louis, a switchman, and 
J. F. Jones of Meridian, engineer of 
the switching engine. While’ = they 
were conversing two men entered the 
yard and approached the party. No atten- 
tion was paid to them until one of the men 
cursed the party, calling them scabs, and 
then both opened fire. 

The fusillade was returned and the assalil- 
ants fled. Mapes was shot in the left shoulder 
and his entire upper body was badly powder- 
burned. Smith was shot in the back of 
the neck and in the _ side. Jones’ 
only wound was in the right - 
arm and Sprague’sa flesh wound in the left 
shoulder. They all identified James Sexton, 
one of the striking switchmen, as oneof 
their assailants. Sexton bad fled from -the 
scene, but fell from exhaustion. He was 
shot inthe right and left shouldersand in 
the abdomen. Ex-Yardmaster Gibbons, 
John Davis, Peter Ludwig and John Sexton, 
ex-switchmen, have been arrested on 
charges of complicity in the shooting.

IT ONLY SERVES TO DEEPEN THE-MXS- 
TERY OF. THE MURDER. 


Wo Trace of Prussic Acid in the Stomachs 
of the Two Victims—The Contants in 
a Natural State—The Hair on the 
Hatchet Not Human Hair—Ividence 
in Detail. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 30.—Court came 
in at 10:30 o’clock. preeisely and the hearing 
ofthe great Borden murder case was re- 
sumed. The first. witness called was Prof. 
Edwards, the man for whom everybody has 
been looking for days. He said he had 
received a package containing two stomachs 
on the Sth.of August, and two jars. coatain- 
ing mlJK used on the 4th or Sth. of August,. All 
were labeled. Tne stomachs were labeled 
‘*Mr. and Mrs. Borden.’’ ‘The stomachs ap- 
peared to be perfectly natural. Mrs, Kor 
den’s stomach contained about eleven ounces 
of solid food, the food was partially digested 
and showed wheat, starch and meat. The 
contents contained chiefly meat and there 
were vegetable pulp cells which might be 
bread orapples. The digestion seemed to be 
advanced injthe neighborhood of twoanda 
half hours, more or less. The stomach. was 
tested for prussic acid but with a negative 
result, The stomach of Mr. Borden 
contained only six ounces, chiefiy 
water. In Nr. Borden’s stomach there 
was only a smail portion of starch found, in 
his case, the contents being nearly all much 
furttier advanced than in the case of Mrs, 
Borden. Witness had not analyzed the milk 
and could'not report on that. 

On the 10th of August he received from Dr. 
Dolan a hatchet, two axes, a blue dress 
skirt, dress waist, white starched skirt, 
lounge coverand three small envelopes in 
which were hair taken from the hatchet. 
On Aug. 16 witness received a pair of black 
stockings. | The hatchet contained 
a number of suspicious-looking spots, 
but careful examination showed 
no traces of blood. Every spot 
which looked like blood was examined, 
no traces of blood were seen. A big spoton 
the Diue skirt looked like biood, but was 
found not to be biood. 
one spot which looked like 
found to be, and it was directly in front, 
about six inches fromthe bottom. The car- 
pet was stained (this was the sitting-room 
carpet) and there was blood of course on 
that. There was no biood on the lounge 
cover. 

The envelope marked ‘‘hair’’ from A. J. 
Borden, was simply white hair; Mrs. bor- 
den’s was dark. The hair on the hatchet 
was not human hair (sensation); more 
that taken from an animal.

The discussion about 
Principal Butler’s fitness, however, had been 
made so public, and the two parties in the 
matter, his friends and opponents, had 
each been so aciive in their work 
for thelr respective objects that the 
news of the action of the committee 
very quickly became known ip the 
circles interested, andthence found its way 
to the Post-DISPATCH. 

‘ HOW IT WAS DONE. 

It isa rule of the board that all the princl- 
pals shali be reappointedeach year, LBy this 
| means it becomes easier to drop an ineligible 
teacher. If a principalis to be dismissed 
the name is passed over when itis called, 
with a vote that declares the school vacant.

The defendant was Burrell Malone, a negro 
residing in the rear of No. 1623 Morgan street, 
and the victim was his son, Arthur, a boy 12 
years old, bare-footed, whocame into court 
clothed in his father’s cast-off apparel, in 
which he appeared to he lost.

He 
knocked at the door but could not 
gain admission because the key was turned 
in the lock and ho one would open 
the door. He forced an entrance and wit- 
nessed a sight which would make Eibridge 
Gerry, the New York guardian of misused 
children, turn sick with compassion. On the 
floor lay little Arthur, prone on his stomach. 
His arms were tied to his side, and about his 
legs his mother’s clothesline was coiled as 
tightly as an anaconda around its prey. 
The rope around Arthur’s legs 
also fastened to the foot of the bed-post. 
The father, Burrell Malone, towered above 
the screeching Arthur like an angel of dark- 
ness. He had the heavy half of a buggy 
whip in bis hand and hadapparently stopped 
for breath. Arthur had several elevations 
on bis head, bumps of rapid growth, not due 
to suddenly acquired wisdom. The boy was 
bleeding from the nose and his mouth was 
full of blood. Officer Flaherty closed his tes-

CLAIMS 


Carroll Williams, Who Shot Him, Said to 
Have Bean Jealous of the Boy—Ander- 
son Feared He Would Be Shot-Sam 
Basquet Dangerously Beaten by His 
Business Fartners. 


Deputy Coroner Meade began an inquest . 


this morning on the body of Richard Ander- 
son, the colored boy shot last Sunday morn- 
ing by Carroll Williams, another young 
negro, at Lucy Bowen’s house on Second and 
Sou'ard streets. The shooting was at first 
supposed to have been accidental, but Fred 
Bowen, one of the two eye witnegses to the 
homicide, told two or three people yesterday 
that Williams aimed at Anderson 
and = shut him purposely. When 
placed on the stand this morning he 
admitted that he-had made that statement, 
but claimed that it was not true and stated 
that Anderson and Williams were having a 
tussle for possession of the pistol, when 
it was accidentally discharged. His 
sister, Lucy Bowen, the other eye-witness, 
testified that Anderson took the pistol from 
the top of the bureau and that Williams tried 
to take it from him, Im the struggle the 
weapon went off. 

Charles Doolan, colored, testified that he 
slept with Anderson last Saturday night and 
that Anderson seemed tothink that he was 
going to be shot by some one. “‘If I am 
shot,’’ said he to Doolan,’’ ‘‘willyou kill 
the boy that shoots me?’’ Doolan wanted 
go to sleep and made no reply to 
him at first except to tell him to go to sleep. 
Anderson, however, insisted on getting a 
promise from Doolan that he would kill ihe 
boy that shot himand so to satisfy Aters- 
son, Doolan made t he promise. 

George Hainsworth, an aged colored man, 
testified tnat one day last weck Anderson 
told him that he was afraid to go into Lucy 
Bowen’s yard, where some boys were 
as one of the bovs had 
shoot him. Hainsworth ad- 
as it

ever, but ifany trouble occurred there then, 
witness did not hear of it.

The Saratoga Convention Addressed by 
the President of Amherst. 


INTERESTING\PAPERS READ ON METH- 
ODS OF EDUCATION. 


Cultivation of Love for the Asthetic by 
Children—Art Education Should Be a 
Feature in the Schools—Oertain Ob- 
jections Answered—TIRe Needs of the 
Nation. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., Aug. 30.—To-day’s ses- 
sion of the Department of Education of 
the American Social Sclence Association be- 
gan at 9:30 this morning, witha large attend- 
ance of interested members. Chairman Mer: 
rill Edward Gates, President of Amherst Col- 
lege, addressed the department, speaking of 
the effect of the department on the system of 
education in vogue in America, the advance 
in the methods of imparting information, 
and the advance in America’s system of edu- 
cation in her colleges and universities. 

The reports of the secretary were read by 
Dr. 1. F. Bryson of New York, who also spoke 
on ‘‘Education asa Therapeutic Measure.’’ 

An interesting and lucid paper on ‘‘Public 
Libraries as a Factor in Educaticn,’’ fol- 
lowed, read by Miss Hewins of the Hartford 
Library. The succeeding half hour was 
occupied by the reading of a paper on the 
educational value of modern economy, by 
Starr Hoyt Nichols of New York. 

Perhaps the most interesting paper read 
was that by Miss Myra P. Martin of New 
Ycrk on *‘Art Education in American Life.’’ 
In this Miss Martin spoke of the awakening 
ofthe American publicin the past two de- 
cades tothe importance of children’s educa- 
tion and the cultivation of a love for the 
asthetic and beautifulinthe mechanical and 
practical side of life. Thefirst movement to 
lncorporate art education on a sound basis 
was made in Massachusetts in 1870. 

The pnlilanthropist’s gifts to art reach but 
the few. How to reach the masses is the 
question. Children of all classes spend half 
their waking hoursin the school.room; here 
the refining influences can and do reach 
them. We know thatasa nation we are not 
trained esthetically, and to hush our con- 
science we proudly point to our developments 
in other Hnes. There are at least three 
classes who hold contrary opinions as ‘to 
aims and methods of diffusing an art 
education, First, those who belleve 
in the mechanical side only of 
manual training; second, those who would 
develop the artistic element only, and, third, 
the rapidly increasing element who believe 
in bringing mechanical skliland the asthefi.- 
cal together, that py a combination of the 
two studies cur artisans may be able to enter 
into successful competition with the old 
world, We export immense quantities of 
crude material and bBUya small amount of 
the same material at prices from two to 
twenty times as great because of the artistic 
industry employed in making up the raw ma- 
terials—as is shown in the Case of textiles, 
bronze, etc. ; 

The creed ofthe third Class may be trans- 
lated as the aims of modern art education, 
viz.: The awakening and ‘developing in our 
people, first, love or beauty, both in nature’s 
and man’s works; second, power to put 
beauty into one’s own work. 

In conclusion, the essential principles of all 
good art are immediately aud practically 
translatable into the terms of everyday life. 
The infusion of the genuine art spirit into 
public education must necessarily bea long, 
Slow process, but as farand as fast as the art 
Spirit does becomea reality to the pegple so 
far simplicity and consistency must needs 
seem destrable In our modes of life, truth, 
unity and harmony in man's relations to his 
neighbors.

Minister Tupper’s Views on Harrison’s 
Proclamation. 


HOW LIGHTS WERE ESTABLISHED ON 
ST. MARY’S RIVER. 


Dynamite Suspscts Under Arrest in Mon- 
treal—Supposed to Be from Paris—A 
Noted Scot’s Amsrican Bride—The 
Vienna Corn Fair Opened—Rebsl Suc- 
cess in Venezuela—Fall of Maricaibo. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Aug. 30.—Touching the 
recent proclamation ofthe President of the 
United States imposing discriminatory tolls 
upon Canadian vessels usingthe Sault Ste. 
Marie Canal, Hon. ©. H. Tupper, Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, says: 

**On the 20th of March, 1891, Col. Ludlow, 
Lighthouse Engineer of the United States, 
represented to my department that his light- 
house board proposed to establish a system 
of range lights between Detour Passage and 
Sault Ste. Marie, inSt. Mary’s River, but 
that his system was defective by rea- 
son of his inability to provide for any sites on 
the Cadadian shore. He suggested that my 
Gepartment consider the advisability of 
erecting lights in Canadian localities required 
for the purpose of co-operating with the 
American Government and establishing a 
combined international system, Acting 
upon Col. Ludlow’s representations the 
Canadian Government promptly decided to 
allow the United States Government to com- 
plete their system by erecting any lights they 
desired upon Canadian territory. Col. Lud- 
low thereupon represented to us that the 
United States law prohibited the permanent 
construction of a building for lNght-house 
purposes on other than sites owned 
by the wemny States and conse- 
quently he could fot take advantage of the 
concessions made, but urged the erection of 
lights by the Canadian Government. There- 
upon the chiefengineer of this department 
was senttoconsult with Col Ludlow, and 
as aresult elght Canadian lights were put in 
operation this-month simultaneously with 
thirty-eight United States lights. These 
lights are chiefly of benefit to heavy-draught 
boats, which, with the exception of the Cana- 
dian PacifiC Railway steamers and a very 
few freight boats, are exclusively American 
bottoms.’’ 


DYNAMITE SUSPECTS. 


FRENCH ANARCHISTS TAKEN INTO CUSTODY AT 
MONTREAL. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 30.—The recent dynamite 
outrages in France led to sensational results 
in Montreal. Photographs and descriptions 
were received here of those suspected of be- 
ing implicated in the explosions, and strict 
watch for them was Kept up for some time, 
but without result. A few days agoit was 
rumored that Montreal had been chosen by 
some of these unwelcome persons as areluge. 
But little heed was taken of the rumor till 
yesterday, when the police were notified by 
the French officials to search the city for the 
suspects. Aftera long search detectives ar- 
rested in a house in Commissioner street 
two men, a woman and twochildren on sus- 
picion of being dynamiters. The woman is 
the wife of ene of the men andis the mother 
of both children. The party were taken to 
Police Headquarters. Two trunks and all 
baggage around the place were also landelat 
the Central Station, butas yetno search has 
been made. The woman and children were 
put in the detective’s office and the men were 
brought before Judge Dugas. A representa- 
tive of the French Government was in court.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—Sir James Homesplers 
of Black Adder, in the county of Herwick, 
Scotland, late Lieutenant of the First Bat- 
talion of the Black Watch Royal Highlanders, 
and Deputy Lieutenant of the county of Her- 
wick, Was married to-day at St. George’s, 
Hanover square, to Miss Amy Green, daugh- 
ter of the late Wm. Arthur Green of San 
Francisco. The bride was attended by four 
maids, and a page bore the train of her dress, 
After the wedding a_ reception was 
given at the residence of the bride’s sister, 
Mrs. Sydney Pedder, in Lincoln avenue, the 
district where many of London’s most dis- 
tinguished artists reside, Minister Lincoln, 
many other Americans and many English 
people of high standing attended the recep- 
tion. The couple willspendthe honeymoon 
in Switzerland and Italy. The bridegrom will 
inherit a fortune upon the death or his 
mother. He comes froman ancient noble 
family, being a descendant of Sir David 
Homesplers, who fell at Floodfield, and who 
had seven sons, known as ‘‘The seven Spiers 
of Wedderburn.’’ The bridegroom is 31 years 
old. The bride is wealthy, having inherited 
a considerable fortune. 


VIENNA’S CORN FAIR, 

Vienna, Aug. 30.—The corn fair here 
opened to-day with afairattendance. Herr 
Natchauer, the president of the Corn Ex- 
change, delivered a remarkable speech, 
which was the sensation of the day. It con- 
tained marked reference of the growing un- 
remunerativeness of corn growing in Europe 
fn the face of the overwhelming American 
competition constantly increasing through 
the continual opening upof new regions to 
cultivation and the lowering of railway 
freight rates. 

Herr Natchauer said that in view of this 
competition there remained but one Chance 
for Europe, namely by the building of a net- 
work of canals in Central Europe. 

VENEZUELAN REVOLUTION. 

New YorK, Aug. 80.—To-day’s cable con- 
firms the news that Maricabo, on the north- 
west, like Puerto Cabelloon the north, and 
Culidad Bolivar on the Orinoco River, has 
fallen into the hands of the Venezuelan reb- 
els, who follow the leadership of Gen. Cres- 
po. With this news came the still more sen- 
sational announcement that Luciano Men- 
doza has declared himself dictetor of 
Venezuela, thus seeking to oust Gen, Urdan- 
eta. 

BANQUET TO EGAN. 

New YorK, Aug. 30.—Special information 

was received this morning from Valparaiso 
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that a grand banguet was given at that place 
last night by the entire American Colony to 
Minister Egan on the occasion of his depart- 
ure for the United States. He sails to-mor- 
row for a short visit home.

CHICAGO SOCIETY SHOCKED. 


A Suit for Divorce Promises Some Sensa- 
tional Reveiations. 


CuHiIcaGo, Ill,, Aug. 30.—Thomas P. Nesbitt, 
a leading Sunday School and church worker 
in Illinois, is named as co-respondent inthe 
suit for divorce begun yesterday by Alfred M. 
Compton of Evanston, Ill., against Mrs. 
Ella C. Compton. The unhappy affair prom- 
ises to become a celebrated case in the annals 
of such troubles between man and wife and 
Chicago society is already astir over it. 

The filing ofthe suit was attended with 
some secrecy, the petition being suppressed 
that service might be obtained on Mrs. Comp- 


ton. The formal beginning of the suit yester- 
day was the first public intimation given 
that a scandal was to be airedin the courts. 

Thomas PP. Nesbitt, the co-respondent 
named, isa tall, athletic, blonde-mustached 
and captivating fellow. He is at present 
Chairman of the Illinois Division of the 
Christian Endeavor Society Missionury 
Board and has been prominentin Illinois 
church work foryears. At one time he was 
the proprietor of alarge grocery establish- 
ment at Alton, Ill., but left there about 
eleht years ago and went to Minneapolis, 
Minn. Atthat place, also, he was known as 
a zealouschurchman. Two or three years 
ago he came to this city, where he engaged 
in the real estate business. That he is 
directly accused of leading a woman to vio- 
late her marriage vows will cause a sensa- 
tion throughout the entire State. 

In his bill for divorce, Alfred M. Compton 
alleges thathe was married to Miss Ella C. 
Miles at Chicago on Jan. 1, 1872, and that he 
has been a resident of the State. He lived 
with his wife until July 12 last, a kind and 
faithful husband. On that date, iearning 
that she had been untrue to him, he left her, 
and on July 21 the custody of their 10-year- 
old son, Miles Compton, the only one living 
of five children, Was awarded to him by the 
courts ona writof habeascorpus. The alle- 
gation is made that on July 30 and 
on March 1, 1892, Mrs. Ellen C. Compton was 
criminally intimate with Thomas P. Nesbitt, 
and that her unwifely affection for that 
handsome and stalwart Christian Endeav- 
orite was plainly shown at other times. The 
bill also charges that she was intimate with 
other men unknown to plaintiff until last 
month as far back as September, 1591, 
Through his attorneys, Hamlin, scott & 
Lord, young Mr. Compton prays that the 
marriage may be dissolved and the custody 
of the little boy, Miles, be granted to him. 

The husband, who isemployed asa sales- 
man in the house of J. V. Farwell & Co., and 
who has been socially prominent in Evanston 
for twenty years past, is alinost heartbroken 
over his family troubies and refusesto dis- 
cuss them. ‘‘Itis enough that 1 must face 
the knowledge ofthe fact without being in- 
terviewed on the subject,’’ ‘he says sadly; 
**nut for the sake of my son,who is all I have 
left, I would not have begun proceedings.’’ 

Mr. Nesbitt, who was located at 99 Wash- 
ington street, where he is in charge ofa real 
estate office run by B. F. Jacobs, is appar- 
ently unconcerned over the facts or the 
Compton divorce. He states that he had 
heard trouble was Drewing tn the Compton 
household, but had aiso been given to under. 
stand thatit had been smoothed over and 
that all charges were to be withdrawn. 

**The charges against me are not true,’’ 
he stated. ‘‘Ihave barely done more than 
speak to Mrs. Compton at any time, I wiil 
not make further statements, as I don’t wish 
to be compelled to retract anything | may 
say. There is a mistake somewhere,’’

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How the City Has Been Improved in 
Recent Years. 


HANDSOME BUSINESS BLOCES LINE THE 
PRINCIPAL THOROUGHFARES. 


Special Assessment Cases for Street Im- 
provements on Trial To-Day at Belle- 
ville—Patrolman Drennan Permanently 
Suspended — Perrin on the Stump — 
In East St. Louis and Belleville. 


Severalyears have past since the under- 
taking of the great public improvements 
here, and the system has been pvt to a thor- 
ough test. The elevated streets, Broadway, 
Missouri! avenue, Collinsville avenue, Main 
street anc Third street, have been in use long 
enough to show their worth, andthe property 
owners who paid for them have had time to 
judge of the value of their in- 
vestment. Since the improvements 
were completed all these streets have 
been bullt up, and where formerly only old 
buildings and vacant lots were to be seen 
handsome new structures have been reared. 
Main and Third streets, the last to be raised, 
are short thoroughfares and the effects of 
their improvement are not yet felt, but the 
evidences of advancemént are plain to be 
seen along the three more Dusy streets. 
Probably the greatest improvement, at any 
rate the most rapid development, is noted on 
Collinsville avenue. This street has been 
raised its entire length from Broadway to St. 
Clair avenue, almosta mile, and is now the 
principal business street of the city. It is lined 
on both sides with business houses, nearly 
all new buildings. The new houses are al- 
most without exception of modern construc- 
tion, neatly designed and well built. Many 
of them would grace a business 
street of a much larger city. 
The electric car line along 
Collinsville avenue has done much to bring 
about this rapid development, Missouri! 
avenue is little behind Collinsville avenue in 
the rate of development. New buildings are 
not so numerous, but they areali fine ap- 
pearing structures and will some day make 
Missourl avenue a great thoroughfare. 
Broadway appears destined to be the great 
street of the city. Its development is at 
present retarded by the extension of im- 
provements, but in the years to come it 
cannot failto takerank above the other busi- 
ness thoroughfares. This was the first street 
raised, but the original improvements ex- 
tended only a few blocks. The City Council 
has lately ordered the improvement of West 
Broadway, and East Broadway between 
Tenth street and the Beit Railway is at pres- 
ent in process ofelevation. The street was 
first raised between Cahokia Creek and Fifth 
street, being paved with granite at enor- 
mous cost. Later the work was extended 
from Fifth to Tenth streets, and now work- 
men areengagedona still greater extension 
from Tenth street tothe Beit road. ‘Ihe im. 
provement or West Broadway between the 
creek and the Eads bridge has already been 
provided for, butthe work has not yet be- 
gun. When this work is finished and the 
eastern extension completed Broadway wiil 
be the best paved streetinany Illinois city, 
barring Chicago. 
SPECIAL ASSESSMENT CASES, 

The trial of the special assessment cases of 
Baugh avenue, Lynch avenue and Ninth 
Street is in progress to-day inthe County 
Court at Belleville before Judge W. H. Krone 
of Kdwardsville, who takes Judge Benjamin 
honeau’s seat on the bench for the sole pur- 
pose of hearing these special matters. The 
Streets named are desired to be raised, 
graded and paved in much the same manner 
asthe down-town streets were improved, 
the only difference belng that the 
paving is not expected to ove so 
expensive. Provision forthe improvements 
has already been made by the City Council 
by ordinance, but there are certain forms of 
law to be pursued before the work can be 
done. Thetrialin progress to-day is on pe- 
titionof the municipality for authority to 
make the improvements andto levy. special 
assessments against the owners of abutting 
property to defray the expense. ‘ihere are 
objections to these improvements, 
as in the case of Bradway and 
other thoroughfares, but the objections will 
probably avail nothing, as parallel cases 
have previously been decided by the County 
Courtin favorof thecity. The objections to 
the improvement of Ninth street and theav- 
enues are, however, notof the same nature 
as the protests made against theralising of 
Broadway. itappears that the owners of 
abutting property or atleastalarge major- 
ity of tiem are in favor of the improvements, 
but a few object tothe material tobe used. 
According to the specifications these streets 
are to be paved with macadam, with a top 
dressing of gravel, while some of the prop- 
erty owners desire the use of ‘elford paving.

CHOLERA NEXT YEAR. 


The *‘*‘comma bacillus’’ 
which was discovered and identified by 


microscopic 


is a native of the Ganges Delta, and takes 
only summer tours in countries that have 
cold winters. In all former visits to this 
country it has traveled the same route by 
which it is coming now, via Persia, Rus- 
sia, Germany and Great Britain. When 
it reaches Western Europe so late as Au- 
gust or September, it cannot be expected 


following summer. 

It ravaged Northern and Central Europe 
in the summer of 1831, but as it did not 
reach England till October of that year, its 
visit to this country was postponed till 
1832 and its principal ravages here were in 
1833. The cholera epidemic of 1849 in this 
country had prevailed the two preceding 
years in Europe, and our epidemic of 1866 
had tarried in Europe in the summer of 
1865. 

With more rapid transit and more trav- 
elers to bring it now, it may yet cross in 
time to secure quite a foothold this year 
and linger upon our warm Gulf coast 
through the winter in a mild form, spread- 
ing thence over the whole country next 
summer in a more malignant type. 

But the best known and most clearly es- 
tablished fact about this dread scourge is 
that the cholera bacillus dies harmless 
when it enters a perfectly healthy stom- 
ach, and that therefore it infests foul and 
unhealthy localities, where it finds the 
most stomachs prepared for its propagation 
and its deadly work. People whose con- 
stitutions are not enfeebled by disease or 
bad habits, whose stomachs are not dis- 
ordered by malarial poisons or imprudent 
eating or drinking, who lead placid, 
wholesome lives and take good care of 
themselves when cholera is raging around 
them, are seldom attacked by it, and when 
they do fall victims to it, the family doc- 
tor can generally find a specific reason for 
the result in some violent shock, excite- 
ment, over-exertion or unwary indul- 
gence. 

It isa rational deduction from this well- 
known fact that, withsuch timely warning

With such a system 
of sewerage and such manifold appliances 
as we now have for putting St. Louis in 
perfect sanitary condition, it would be a 
crime against humanity to let cholera find 
any victims in this city next year, save 
such as no public measures can protect. 
Confidence and composure upon the part 
of the people engue when they know that 
all proper precautions have been taken, 
and the scourge is thus disarmed of its 
most fatal weapon. Fright, running 
away, rash changes of habitation, food, 
water and modes of living, are always 
dangerous in cholera times. On the other 
hand, allthat we may doin the way of 
cleaning up, disinfecting or otherwise 
taking care to leave the least possible foot- 
hold for cholera in this city will be worth 
more than cost to the general health, 
whether cholera comes or not. :

INVOLVES A PRIBST. 


fcandal Now on Every Tongue in 
Yontreal, 

MONTREAL, Aug. 30.—A great scandal fs the 
engrossing topic on all tongues in Montreal. 
Involved in the matter are a popular Cathol:c 
priest and the wife of a prominent lawyer. 
Here is the story which has found its way to 
the public ear: 

Ten years ago Father Guthot, thena hand- 
some young priest ot between 25 and 30, came 
here from France and was installed as a 
member of the Sulpfician order. He was 
soon appointed chaplain of the St. James 
Church on St. Denis street, the most aristo- 
craticinthecity. Only theoldand weaithy 


French families worship there. Father Gui- 
hot’s able and eloquent discourses were a 
revelation, and his popularity reached the 
highest pitch. During his incumbency Father 
Guihot conducted a special religious class 
for ladies, which was attended only by 
the wives and daughters of the very best peo- 

le. One of the most prominent members of 

‘ather Guithot’s class was Mme. Ethies. Stie 
wasa well-known society lady, stylish and 
handsome, always remarked for the appar- 
ently heartfelt manner in which she entered 
into Father Guihot’s charitable schemes. 
Mme. Ethier was connected with the Society 
of St. Vincent de Paul, the Soctety of the 
Sacred Heart and the Society of the Infants 
of \ ary. Father Guthot was aconstant visitor 
ather residence, and was, indeed, an intt- 
mate friend of her husband, who, aithough 
himself a free thinker, always unsuspecting- 
ly encouraged his wife in her philanthropic 
work. The denouement came a few days 
ago. Father Guibot in the latter part of June 
went ona holiday visit to France. Last week 
Mr. Ethier noticeaa letter addressed to his 
wife in Father Guihot’s handwriting. Un- 
suspectingly he read it and was amazed at 
its loverlike tone. He went to his wife's 
escritoire and there discovered a packet of 
several score of letters writtento Mine. Ethier 
by Father Guihot. They proved beyond a 
douodt the relations that had existed for the 
past seven years between the pair. The dis- 
covery of his wife’s unfaitbfulness drove the 
unfortunate husband almost out of his mind. 
He sought his wife and bade her leave the 
house. She wentat once and took refuge in 
a convent here. Father Guihot was a 

assenger from Paris on 
rouraine, which arrived in New 
| York yesterday, and itis believed that he 

is yet unaware that the scandal has 
been discovered. ‘The. letters were of a 
‘most incriminating character. They re- 
referred openly totherelation between the 
' woman and her priest. In many Father 
Guihot remarked how longingly he was look- 
ing forward tothetime whenhe could meet 
Mme. Ethier again. 

Rev. Father Collleret, the Superior of the 
Sulpicians, was unwuling totalk about the 
matter. Father Guihot has for years been 
the confessor of many of the leading Freach 
families. The husband says he will not be 
responsibie for his actions if he and the priest 
méet again.

IOWA CROPS. 
Good Weather for Oorn, but the Qut- 
look Bad for Oats. 

DES MOINES, lo., Aug. 30.—This week’s Crop 
Bulletin says: ‘‘The temperature of the past 
week was very nearly upto the seasonable 
average, and the rainfall was abundant and 
well distributed. The conditions were gen- 
erally favorable for the rapid growth 


of the unharvested crops. Corn has 
made good progress, and three weeks 
of favorable weather will place the 
more advanced fielis beyond damger. ‘To 
ripen the entire crop, however, the coming 
month must be warm, generally dry and free 
from killing frosts. All reports of threshing 
‘confirm previous estimates as totheshoriage 
of the crop of oats; the total yield cannot ex- 
ceed 60 per cent of an average and the 
quality is below grade. Fall plowing is 
pregressing rapidly anda greatly increased 
acreage Of winter wheat will be planted.’’ 


MICHIGAN. 

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 30.—As indleated by 
the report of the Michigan Weather and 
Crop Service Bureau, the weather for the 
past week has been generally comfortable to 


farm work and crops. In the northern coun- 
ties potatoes, root crops, meadows and pas- 
tures were generally benefited by rains, and 
ground is now in fine condition for 
fall seeding.

Should Win. 


SHE IS GLAD JIM I8 NOT A FOURTH-RATE 
FIGHTER. 


Mrs. Corbett Thinks Sullivan Is Hand- 
some and Power), but the Funniest 
Actor She Ever Saw-—She Hates Pugil- 
ism, but Acknowledges There Is Lots 
of Money in It. 


New York, Aug. 30.—‘*DolI like pugilism? 
My gracious, no! I think it’s a perfectly hor- 
rible business! I would give anything to 
have my husband lead a quiet, settied life.

Sheis an interesting young woman, this 
petite wife of brawny dim Corbett, andas 
pretty asshe isinteresting. <A pronounced 
blonde, looking nota day older than the 23 
years she confesses to, with a wealth of yel- 
low- golden hair piled artistically on a queen- 
ly little head, large gray-blue eyes, shaded 
by long, dark lashes,.a fair complexion and 
a figure whose contour is perfection, it 
seemed pretty hard to imagine hera prize- 
Oghter’s wife as she sat in the cosy parlor in 
a tight-blue bodice, with natty polka-dot tle, 
plain navy-blue skirt and tiny russet shoes 
setting off the comeliness of the young lady. 

When Corbett was an amateur athlete in 
San Francisco he met his wife, Miss Ollie 
Lake. She was then studying for a teacher’s 
position at the State Normal School.

SHOWS UP BETTER. 
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perior to Sullivan’s. 


AN EXPERT’S OPINION AFTER SEEING 
THE GLADIATORS AT WORK. 


Corbett Has Been Perfectly Trained, He 
Is Agile and Strong- Winded—Sullivan 
Is Fat and Breathes Unevenly—Ted 
Pritchard Challenges FitzZsimmons— 
General Sporting News. 


NEw York, Aug. 30.—The Herald this morn- 
ing publishes, in connection with its account 
of the exhibitions of Suilivan and Corbett, 
the following opinion of an expert in regard 
to the conditions of the two men and their 
chances of winning the great battle. 

**I have seen the gladiators at work. I 
watched Corbett closely in the Madison 
Square Garden yesterday afternoon as he 
tossed the ‘‘medicine ball’’ and wrestled, 
played hand ball, punched the bag and ran 
for three hours. I saw Sullivan in his bout 
with Jack Ashton in the Clermont avenue 
rink last night. 

**Oomparing the work of the two men and 
its effect on each there can be but one con- 


clusion—Corbett, as far as condition is con- 
cerned, is farthe better man. Never have I 
seen a more perfect specimen of the trained 
athlete than when I looked upon Corbett yes- 
terday. Onecouldtrace every muscle of the 
Magnificent back, arms andchest. The clear 
6kin showed the perfect condition of the 
blood ; the tongue,ciean and red, proved that 
the liver and stomach were in perfect order, 
andthe fact that there was no appreciable 
acceleration of the normalrespiration during 
the wrestling bout with an athlete weighing 
220 pounds? showed that the young Ualifor- 
hian’s wind is ona par with his muscular 
strength. 

**Without having a pound of superfluous fat 
Corbett is far from being overtrained. He 
went at his work as a hungry man goes at his 
dinner, His trainer was twice obliged to ex- 
postulate with him for continuing his exer- 
cise after he had been told to desist. In short,

for hoursandthe strength to fight with ef- 
fect. His exhibition withthe punching bag 
showed that his eye is wonderfully quick and 
that his hands are wonderfully accurate. 

**Sullivan’s appearance was acompletesur- 
prise to me. To be sure his eye and skin 
were clear, but as he sat in his corner before 
the beginning of the bout with Ashton last 
night he looked like anything but aman 
trained for such a battle as is to take place 
at New Orleans on Sept. 7. When the cham- 
pion held his head erect loose folds formed 
on the back of the head—fat. When he 
leaned forward his close-fitting belt seemed 
to cut his. waist. It looked as though one 
could gather handfuls of fat on his sides and 
His movements, compared with 
those of Corbett, seemed slow and listless. 
A tew seconds of quick work sent the per- 
spiration running off the champion in little 
Streams, and when he sat in his corner at 
the end of the first round the respiration was 
hurried; three rounds 
seemed to become uneven. 

**There isno room for doubt as to Sullivan’s 
Strenethand speed. His blows were those 
of a pile-driver, There was none of that ex- 
cess Of animal spirits that marked every 
movement of the more youthful giant. 

**‘Tasked Sullivan how much he weighed. 
‘Two hundred andfour pounds,’ was the 
answer, ‘siripped.’ If Mr. Suilivan does 
not weigh nearer to 230, lam indeed mis- 
taken. 

**To sum up, from a professional point of 
view, Corbett has on his side youth, agility 
and endurance. Sullivan’s only advantage 
so far as I can see lies in his’ superior 
strengtb,’’ 

MYER GIVES AN EXHIBITION. 

STREATOR, Ill., Aug. 30.—Interest in the 
great pugilistic carnival in New Orleans is at 
white heat in this town. Of course the 
principal event in the minds of Streator peo- 
ple will be the Myer-McAuliffe fight, which 
takes place Monday night. A large number 
of Streator sports will be)\ present on that 
occasion and the pockets of their clothes 
will be filled with money, which they 
will post on Myer. iherefore citi- 
zens who cannot be at the ring side will send 
theirmoney. Last evening, Myer gave an 
exhibition at Armony Hall, which was wit- 
nessed by alarge crowd of enthusiastic ad- 
mirers. Myer has been working faithfully 
the last two weeks and now weighs 
pounds in fighting costume. His eyes are 
clearand bright and he never appeared in 
better condition. If he goes into the ring 
looking and feeling as he did last night 
McAuliffe’s chances of carrying off 
the big. end of the purse will, it 
is believed here,be very small. Billy sparred 
two rounds with each of his trainers, wind- 
ing up with his brother Eddie, and was 
heartily cheered for his splendid exhibition. 
He was apparently as fresh attheciose as 
when he first startedin. ilis wind is ali rigit 
now. 

Myér will continue to 
Tnursday, when he will start for New Or- 
leans. Me will probably go intothering at 
138 pounds and at that weighi jis at his best. 

MYER HAS A RETURN TICKET. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 30.—The Picayune’s 
Streator (lll.) special says: *“*Billy Myer 
will enter thering at New Orleans on the 
night of sept. 7in as good condition as he 
ever was pefore in his life and he is con- 
fident he can win the fight. Thisis the con- 
servative statement niade to your corre- 
spondent to-night. During the past few 
weeks Myer has found it necessary to work 
very hard to train downto welght. He has 
been ttrained by his brother, Ed. Myer, 
John Eckhart, Frank Hogsie and his backer, 
Alf Kennedy. ‘Ihe great object In view has 
been tokeep himasnearas possibicto the 
weight at which itis supposed McAuilffe will 
enter the ring. Thathe wililnot pursue the 
sametactics as those used by him in his 
meeting with McAuliffe at North Judson is 
showy by the fact that he has been trying to 
develop the striking powers of his left arm.

LONDON AND QUEENSBERRY RULES. 

Heretofore John L. Sullivan has fought all

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ship under the rules of the London prize ring. 
When he meets Corbett In New Orleansa 
week from to-morrow he will have to deport 
himself in the ring under the rules which the 
Marquis of Queensberry laid down for 
the proper conduct. of a boxing 
match. The Marquis whose name 
is better Known and more frequently heard 
in pugiijstic circles than that of any particu- 
lar champion was a sporting nobleman, 
who in an effort to elevate the ring from the 
disrepute into which objectionable methois 
of fighting had brought it, framed his rules 
for the guidance of gentlemen boxers. The 
edoption of his rules brought scientific box- 
ing tothe front atonce, and did away with 
the brutal methods, which in his 
time were very much in vogue "nder 
the rules. The interesting old gentleman to 
whom the presert popularity of boxing Is 
almost entirely due, has left no biography 
and of his personal character very little is 
known now except that he wasa typical kn- 
glish sporting nobleman with a love of fair 
play and honest methods. His son, still liv-

name would 
afford. 

Although a finish fight under Queensberry 
rules isan unusual matter the present fight 
will be fought under them as the London 
prize ring methods would not be tolerated by 
the police authorities. A fight for the cham- 
pionship cannot be decided except under the 
London prize rujes so that in this case, 
although the champlonsfip could not under 


| the rules pass to Corbett if he prove victor it 
| will do so virtually. 


The chief point of difference between the 
two sets of rules is that under prize-ring 
methods the bare fists are used, while 
Queensberry rules call for gloves. Perhaps 


| the most important point of all is the matter 
| of determining what constitutes a round, 
Under London ring rules around is concluded 


when one or both men are down. Then each 
contestant is allowed thirty seconds in his 
corner, at the expiration of which he must 
again toe the scratch. If he fails todoso 
within eight seconds be loses the fight. 

Under Queensberry rules each round must 
be of three minutes’ duration, with one min- 
ute’s interval between. Ifaman goes down 
during a round either from a blow or from 


' weakness he is allowed ten seconds in which 


to rise unassisted. If at the expiration of the 
time he is unable to get upand continue the 
round he losesthe fight. Should his ten sec- 
onds lap over into the minute’s duration be- 
tween rounds he will be allowed untill the 
call of time for the next round. 

Other points of difference regard the man- 
ner of fighting: wrestling, roughing or slug- 
ging on the ropes, or falling onan opponent 
to give him weight of the body are aiso pro- 
hibited. Spikes or spriggs are also pro- 
hibited. 

It is a much mooted question whether Sulll- 
van or Corbett will have the advantage. 
Some hold that under the London rules Suilt 
van could give Corbett his weight and crush 
the ficnt out of him. At the same time London 
rules would give Corbett thirty seconds to re- 
cover after each fall. Under Queensberry 
rulesa man must fight three minutes. Not 
go down until hit and then rise unassisted in 
ten seconds. Itilooks as though the cham- 
pion has the advantage.
